ALTUOUEH no official report has been com- 
mouninated to the public of the damage caused 
to the Gap Rook Light by the typhoon of 
1st ond Qud inet, it is now pretty well 
known that it will requiro a sum of from 
$8000 to $L0,000 to make good the faults 
and breakages. It will be perhaps two 
months, if not mora, before the light oan be 
résfored to ite original cobdition. People 
will donbtless be somewhat puzzlod to 
understand why so much destruction should 
have beeu canssd to a comparatively new 
public work, It is alloged that Gap Rock 
is peculiarly exposed to the fearful wash of 
the sea in bad wenther; but even after 
making overy allowance for euch special 
exposure, it is uot astiefactorily ex- 
plained why the Light-house should not 
have been able to resist the «pecial 
strain, The masonry of the tower 
hes, we understand, withstood the 
heary seas admirably, Had the door and 
windows been equally well constructed, in a 
manner suggested by the forces to ba resiat- 
ed, the damage now to be made good 
would, we believe, have been very trifling. 
As the door and windows are stated to have 
been literally battered in, the:conolusion is 
that they were ‘hot strong enough for the 
purpose. Considering the cost of the Gap 
Rack ight-house, as compared with other 
works of a siinilor kind, dno would not 
naturally look for anything connected with 
it which was ‘cheap and nasty.’ Is it a 
fact that the practicul men who actually 
carvied out the work of constructing the 
tower and placing the light were over-ruled 
on pome of the ‘very points which account 
for the present damage? Our information 
certainly points in that direotion; and if 
auch be the case, it is to bo hoped the 
prestest care will be taken to. sce that’ 
the: views of oxperta will be carried out, 
sgas to prevent a repetition of such an in- 
convenient and expensive interruption in the 
display. of the cbief light on our: coast.

THE GAP ROOK LIGHTHOUSE. 
DETAMS OF THE AOOIDENT. 

The dimago- done during the recent 
typhoon to the Gap Rock lighthouse is 
yery considerable.’ Our ropresontative onl. 
led this -morning upon Captain Rumsey, 
the Harbour Master, who courteously sup- 
plied information as to the condition of the 
lighthouse when ho saw it on Wednesday 
last. ‘The damage was done about midday | 
on Monday, 2nd inst. The lighthouse, 
| situated as it is on ono of tho most 
Jexposed islands upon which it is possl- 
bla for. a lighthouse to be erected, folt 
the fall force of the typhoon. According to 
the accounts given by tho lighthouse 
koepors, tho wind blew in terrific guste, and 
the eoa all round wes lashed into a perfect 
fury. As tho sea came churning amongst 
tho rocks, the spray was caat up in blinding 
showers onveloping tho tower, and st 
times groon masses of water rushed up the | 
rook and washed clean over the buildings 
and tower. Tho towor is rather more than 
180 foot above tho ordinary soa level, co 
some idea may be gathorad of the waves 
which from time lime twanhed 
over the fighthous. Tho lowor 
door was stova in, and the Chinese 
who wore sleeping in the lower part of the 
building had to seck rofuge in the towor- 
At midday, while the wind was coming 
in borricano queta and the rain and 
spray wore so heavy that the outlook 
from the towor wore oxtremoly restriot- 
ed, a hugo sea washed ovor the rock 
engulphing everything. Tho glass of 
the lantern could not bear the strain. It 
yas broken, and thrco of the centre panels 
of the lenses were also smashed. Tho 
water oats dewn the inside of the tower, 
well-nigh filling np tha lighthouse and cor- 
tainly endangering the lives of the keepers. 
By the pressure of tho mater and the tmass 
of debris inside, it was found imponsible 
to opon the lower door of the tower, for 
which tho Chineso wore clamouring. For- 
tunately, the storm in a measure abated, 
and though the condition of affairs must 
havo boon decidedly alarming to tho eight 
men cooped up in the lighthouse, there was

Besides the outer 
panes, which can be repaired oasily enough, 
there is the loss of the three contre panols of 
the lens and the partial destruction of some 
of the upper and Jower panels, Spare panele 
are kept for an omorgency, but there are 
not sufficient asts to make good the damage 
on the spot; and several months must 
elapse before new panuls arc obtnined from 
Chance Brothers and fitted up. The brass 
work connected with tho revolving aod 
illuminating apparatus is algo much broken, 

Tho sea water got into the water tanke by 
tho pipes for draining the rain water from the 
roofs of the buildings. This oan ba avoided 
in future by the removal of a joint in the 
pipe when rough woat’or is anticipat- 
ed. The fowl house, with a cumber 
of fowls, was cortied awoy, and the 
utook of provisions for the Chinese assistants 
were in a low state when the mai] steamer 
was spoken by the lightkeepors last Thars- 
day.
